Due to the prevailing condition

area. 

The Premier's definite statement 
came in the course of the extended 
debate on the resolution—a debate 
| adjourned by W. R. Howson, pro- 
vincial Liberal leader, when the 
Premier suggested that all the sev- 
eral resolutions on the Order Paper 
referring to highways be 
| abeyance pending receipt of word 
from the Dominion as to what 
| course would be followed in the 
| works program announced to com- 
mence about April 1. ‘ 

Mr. Giroux’s resolution advocated 
that “the government should repair 
| and gravel such portions of the 
Athabasca, Peace River and Stur-

But there was an appeal to the cre- 
ditor to deal with the interest rates 
having regard to ihe circumstances 
under which the debt was incurred. 

Mr, Duggan was sympathetic to- 
ward the resolution’s motive. There 
must be an adjustment of interest 
rates—a scaling down of debt and 
realignment with the least possible 
disturbance of the economic system. 
If action was to be merely along 
lines in the form of a request, he 
doubted its success, 

A. M. Matheson, U.F.A., Vegre- 
ville, also agreed with Mr. Duggan's 
idea of referring the whole ques- 
tion of interest to a house commit- 
tee. The debt and interest problem 
was the most vital facing the coun- 
try today. 

“The wealthy have increased their 
wealth during the last five years,” | 
he declared, “and the same thing 
occurs in every depression. Any 
debt reduction plan should take into 
consideration the need for every 
stratum of society bearing its fair 
share of the cuts. All joss should 
not be passed back to the primary 
producer and worker. Under the 
present system of financial racket- 
eering the debt burden will contin- 
ue to grow. I have seen no general 
movement on the part of creditors 
to reduce either interest or prin- 
ciple.” 

AMENDMENT AN EVASION 

Returning to the attack in closing 
the debate, Mr. Howson said that 


|“this amendment is nothing more 


or less than an evasion of responsi- 
bility by the government. 

“At the last session of the house 
we passed a resolution moved by 
Mr. Dechene calling upon the gov- 
ernment to memoralize the house 
of commons on reduction of inter- 
est. The government has failed to 
carry out the instructions given by 
this legislature, by you and by me. 
Mr. Dechene called for a return of 
all matters pertaining to that res- 
olution. There is no correspond- 
ence; no letters—nothing done.” 

Mr. Howson charged that when 
the resolution came up last year 
the entire house gave its support. 
This year, the same subject is in- 
troduced and there was an effort to 
“pass the buck.” 

Mr. Howson vigorously charged 
that the Premier's amendment 
meant nothing more than passing 
the responsibility on to the Domin- 
ion government.

at Victoria a week ago. Dr. Harris, you may 
recall, is the brilliant and witty young research 
chemist who discovered “Element 64” of earth's 


constituent, and who was 
struck off the list of instruc- 
tors at the B.C. University 
for daring to offer himself for 
legislative service. 

Instead of the usual ful- 
some verbosity and vapid 
jibes at his opponents, that 
movers and seconders of the 
reply usually make, Dr. Har- 
ris discussed the possibility 
of applying modern research 
knowledge to the economic 
life of the province. You could have knocked 
some of the old gallery hands over with the 
proverbial feather when the young man—who 
has a reputation as a clever: wise-cracker— 
eschewed his opportunities for airy jibes, and 
unfolded a fairy-land of opportunity through 
the adoption of chemical knowledge. He talked 
of the day when loggers of the Pacific coast will 
be producing sugar; when the present distressed 
miners of Vancouver Island and the Crow's Nest 
will be digging up material for hardwood floors 
and automobile tires; when the fruit farmers of 
the province will produce glucose and brandy, 
and sufferers from anemia will quaff peach and 
apricot juices instead of eating liver. 

Old-timers shook their heads over some of 
the poly-cyllabic words. To them it sounded like 
sacrilege to discuss science in the same breath 
as the Speech from the Throne. But the major- 
ity of people thought it a promise for the future.

Some even preferred it to the adulation- 
cum-wisecrack form of speech. 
The young scientist told of how synthetic 


indigo from coal tar had replaced a 1,500,000 
acre industry; of how silk substitutes from 
spruce logs had changed styles for half the 
population and founded great rayon and cel- 
anese industries. He told of how glace apples 
can be made to substitute for imported glace 
pineapple and over 200,000 gallons of brandy 
be made at home from the same materials as 
used abroad. He talked of cheap phenol from 
coal, to make plastic flooring more satisfying 
than the hardwood variety, and of rubber made 
from coal distillates better than that from the 
tree. He talked of converting wood into sugar, 
and of an existing market for 1,000,000 pounds 
of glucose to be made from apple culls. He 
disclosed that peach and apricot juice have the 
same vital elements as liver for the anemic, and 
hinted that a fine opportunity exists for some- 
one to put up a palatable fruit beverage for 


these sufferers. 


Farmers, he said, will have to be instructed 
how to use biological means for soil chemistry, 
growing in the ground the elements that are 
needed, 

With Premier Pattullo announcing a refund- 
ing plan, intended to refund at lower rates of 
interest every loan obtained by the province, 
a “brain trust’ of university professors advis- 
ing on economic problems and a young research 
scientist in the House acting as a look-out and 
guide, British Columbia seems to have entered 
on a new life.

UNEMPLOY MENT IN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 

A particularly cheerful feature of industrial 
conditions in the Unitd Kingdom during the 
past year has been the substantial improvement 
in employment, in keeping with the genera! in- 
creased activity of industry since last spring, 
writes Mr. J. H. English, Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner in London, in the Commercial Intel- 
ligence Journal. Since a year ago the official 
returns show that on December 18 a total of 
567,000 more persons were employed than on 
the corresponding date of 1932. Even during the 
Jast month, from November to December, the 
numbers of persons absorbed into industry rose 
by 51,000, This development is the more grati- 
fying inasmuch as it is the first twelve-month 
period for a number of years that has shown 
an increase in employment. Furthermore, the 
returns show that as at December 18 the num- 
ber of insured employed persons stood at 
19,007,000 as compared with 9,440,000 for the 
year previous. At the same time the total 
registered unemployed numbered 2,224,079, 
compared with 2,723,287 on December 19, 1932. 
Of this year’s figures, 1,871,196 were men, 43,107 
were boys, 280,489 were women, and 29,287 
were girls. In addition, 41 per cent of those 
registered as unemployed wera indicated 
applying for insurance benefit; 46 per cent for 
transitional payments; while 13 per cent were 
not entitled to unemployment benefits.

THE “FORT” NOT A PARADISE 

Editor, Bulletin:—The Fort is 
not a little bit of heaven, At 
least it was not in December, 
1932. The Attorney General de- 
nied bail to the 32 hunger march- 
ers. He instructed his police mag- 
trate point blank to refuse it, To 
support this untenable position a 
false shood had to be invented. 
They had been imported recen tly 
into the province to cause this 
trouble. Application was made 
loa judge for bail but in the 
face of this statement he quite 
properly asked for more inform- 
ation. In the past, the rule has 
been for attorney generals to re- 
gard the law and the truth, The 
secretary of the Canadian Labor 
Defence League and myself went 
to the jail to get the day and 
date of the arrival of the men into 
Alberta. The Attorney General 
was just 100% wrong. Then the 
Judge quite readily admitted the 
men to bail. Some of the men had 
substantial business and property 
interests. One had a farm within 
6 miles of this city. Half of them 
were not even put on trial, half 
of the rest were freed by the 
court. A bare 25% were convict- 
ed of a crime that exists only in 
the minds of panicky govern- 
ments and officials. 

But the appearance of ther. 
men as they lined up was comic 
and tragic at the same time. In- 
nocent—do we not brag that we 
are all innocent until proven 
guilty—they had been stripped of 
their own clothing and bedecked 
in prison garb that for material, 
tatters and fit was grotesque 
even for scarecrows, They were 
in close confinement without 
sufficient or any exercise, Bright 
lights glared in their eyes all 


the freedom of citizens, even on 


this below zero day 

The legislature should visit the 
Fort and interrogate the inmates 
and investigate the conduct of the 
officials and conditions, What 
other check is there in this prov- 
ince? In Eastern provinces there 
is the Grand Jury which reports 
to the judges. If the legislature 
will not do this, why not estab- 
lish the Grand Jury here? There 
is one other good reason why this 
should be done. The Brownlee 
government has discredited and 
debased the administration of jus- 
tice to such an extent that .t is 
nothing short of alarming to 
know that the sole person to de- 
cide who shall be put on trial is 
Attorney General Lymburn. Not 
only are we stpposed to be tried 
by our peers but also’ put on trial 
by our peers, Under the present 
circumstances this is far from the 
case. He has been shielding the 
patron saint of the U-F.A. for 
about four years now. 

We are an easily satisfied peo- 
ple. One immigrant is allowed 
to confine native Canadians in 
jail against the law, and another 
immigrant looks after the jail. 
And we pay .them $7,800 plus for 
doing it, and deport useful men 
for being charges on the public.

Medicine Hat Member Re-|

Institution by the Alberta depart- 
ment of education, of negotiations

ECONOMIC VALUE 
There could be no uniformity of |

Fred J. White, Labor leader, Cal- 
gary, supported the motion, while 
similar views were expressed on be- 
half of the Independents by Norman 
Hindsley, Calgary.

Already there had been much 
progress toward uniformity in text 
books.

“T assure you there is nothing fur- 
ther from the truth,” he said. 


NOT MANY 

There were between 80,000 and 
90,000 Ukrainians in Alberta, and 
only about two or three per cent. of 
this number could be said to be 
Communists, he told the audience 

Giving an explanation for the 
misapprehension which 
the number of foreigners who were 
“Reds”, Mr. Lazarowich reminded 
his hearers that very often the most 
articulate among these people were 
of radical persuasion. On the other 
hand, not much was heard of the 
thousands who were violently op- 
posed to this Party in Canada. 


Ed. C. Fisher, giving his answer | 
to the question: “Why are you a} 


Liberal?” said there were two main 
attitudes of mind at work in the 
world determining the destiny of 
individuals and nations. One was 
the reactionary type and the other 
was the Liberal.

HAD BEEN OVER-GRADING 

“In the early stages of the dis- 
pute our Assistant Commissioner at 
Calgary went to Myrnan and held a 
meeting which, while it did not help 
the situation, had the beneficial ef- 
fect of clarifying the situation from 
our standpoint 

“As a result of this we had our 
Chief Inspector at Edmonton spend 
some time in Myrnam endeavoring 
to establish a basis for grading, and 
at the same time he graded the 
stocks of the elevators with a view 
to determining what had been the 
practice of that shipping point. 


“The result of this investigation | 


and the record of the local elevators 


over the past eighteen months or so} 


was to show that the practice of 


‘over grading’ had been prevalent | 


on that market and that without ex- 
ception the companies had sustained 
a loss on their outturn grades, more 
or less severe in the individual 
cases, 

“I would point out that in the 
Board’s opinion the situation at 
Myrnam is the direct outcome of 
this practice and the efforts of the 
companies to re-establish 
grading to the basis of the stand- 
ards, which, coupled with the state- 
ments of some of the buyers, has 
apparently had the effect of caus- 
ing farmers in the Myrnam district 
to lose all confidence in the opera- 
tions of the buyers. 

“This, I think, is the state of mind 
of the farmers in the Myrnam dis- 
trict, which to me personally is 
quite understandable, and I feel 
confident that you as a business 
man will realize the necersity in 
your business dealings of having 
confidence in those with whom you 
are dealing, particularly if that bus- 
iness is of so difficult and technical 
a nature as the purchase of grain on 
the basis of standard grades

The, volunteer aerial peace offi- 
cers, including millionaire sports- 
men, a motion picture star, noted 
pilots, regular army and navy re- 
serve and national guard aviaiors, 
will hold their first review March 4. 

Led by their commander, Sheriff 
Eugene Biscailuz, the flying 
deputies will circle the county, 
stopping at nine major airports. A 
blimp, a unit of the squadron, will | 
participate in the review. 

The squadron is composed of 26) 
men, all pledged to drop whatever 
they may be doing when called 
They have their own planes and 
their own uniforms.

D. M. Duggan, provincia 1 Con- 
servative leader, expressed his ad- 
miration for the zeal with which 
Mr. Howson waged war on behalt 
of the taxpayer.
